Cyclist fearful of off-leash dogs 


When Lynn Atkins rides 
her bike these days, she 
keeps a can of citronella 
spray handy. 

It's the only solution 
she’s found to ensuring her 
safety, and that of the dogs 
running leash-free on the 
recreational paths through 

But rather than keep¬ 
ing her safe, it’s attracted 
an aggressive response on 

She's been assaulted twice 
- once, a man grabbed 
her bike, the second time, 
another man hurled a 
cell-phone at her - and on 
two other occasions, her 
bike was lunged at by very 
angry women, which she 
says can also be consid- 


shouted at numerous 
times and called all kind 
of unprintable curse 
words, she says - she’s 
altered her name to go 
public with her story 
because she’s afraid of 
more repercussions if 
she's identified. 

Atkins, 64, rides on the 
path across the Com¬ 
mons, which is a popu¬ 
lar place for locals to let 
their dogs run off-leash, 
and along the Niagara 
River Parkway recrea¬ 
tional trail. 

She says she’s found 
herself getting up earlier 
and earlier to beat the 
dog-walkers, and some 
days, she just can’t face

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Seasonal GO train service 
returns this month

Fortheeighth consecutive year, 
seasonal GO train service will hit 
Niagara later this month. 

As in previous years, the serv¬ 
ice will operate during the Victo¬ 
ria Day (May20-23) and Thanks¬ 
giving (Oct. 7-10) long weekends, 
and throughout the summer on 
Fridays, Saturdays, Sundays and 
holidays from June 24 to Sept. 5, 
said Metrolinx spokesperson Va¬ 
nessa Barrasa. 

She said25,700trips were made 
on the Niagara seasonal rail serv- 
ice in 2015. Metrolinxexpects sim¬ 
ilar ridership levels for the 2016 

The service runs between the 
train station on Bridge Street in 
Niagara Falls and Union Station 


in Toronto, with stops in St Ca¬ 
tharines, Burlington, Oakville, 
Port Credit and Exhibition. 

A GO bus to and from Niagara- 
on-the-Lake will meet every train 
at the St. Catharines station. 

“Two specially outflttedcoaches 
to cany bikes will be available on 
each train May 21 through 23. A 
limited number of bikes can also 
be carriedonourregular coaches,” 
said Barrasa 

“Period passes are available for 
purchase at GO ticket booths and 
allow one trip on two different 
days over one weekend, perfect 
for weekend get-aways.” 

She said GO customers “really 
like” the seasonal GO train serv¬ 
ice in Niagara 

“Both local Niagara riders enjoy 
the service that takes them into 
the Toronto area, as well as many 


Toronto area residents who use 
the service to enjoy a weekend in 
Niagara region.” 

Meanwhile, Niagara stakehold¬ 
ers continue to negotiate with the 
province to bring year-round GO 
train service to the region after 
presenting the government with 
abusiness case in April 2015. 

GO Transit expansion to Ni¬ 
agara had a notable mention in 
the most recent provincial budg¬ 
et. The government cited expan¬ 
sion of GO rail service to Niagara 
andBowmanvilleasthe“nextgen- 
eration of infrastructure invest- 
ments”fortheprovinceasitworks 
with stakeholders. Itwould also be 
subject to agreements withfreight 
rail partners.

The walking deadand the regional CAO 


Y bu have to hand it 
to Niagara’s regional 
councillors. If they are 
anything, they’re consistent. 

You know, in the same way 
Wile E. Coyote was consistent 
You may recall the 
Region’s top bureaucrat 
chief administrative officer 
Harry Schlange is on his way 
out. He quit his post to take 
the CAO job in the troubled 
municipality of Brampton. 

Schlange’s departure has 
left a cloud hanging over 
the council. His resignation 
letter, which became public, 
was pointedly critical of it. 

Schlange believed the 
Region was making progress 
on important fronts for a 
time. However, he wrote, 
this work was undermined 
“by actions and behaviours 
at the leadership level that 
run contrary to these efforts 
and inhibit my ability to 
continue to deliver on the 
commitments I have made 

Unless council’s leadership 
changes direction, he wrote, 
“this situation will lead to 



are more important than 


results and credibility for our 
organization declines.” 

To date, council and its 
leading members, notably 
Chairman Alan Caslin, have 
declined to comment on 
Schlange’s letter. 

At this point, council’s 
silence is completely 
inexcusable. 

The optics of Schlange’s 


departure are lousy, and 
council’s refusal to address his 
criticisms in a public forum 
wounds Niagara’s ability to 
attract talented people. 

Both the voting public in 
Niagara and potential CAOs 
elsewhere need to have some 
confidence that council takes 
Schlange’s opinions seriously 
and is doing something to 
address them. 

(Caslin had that 
opportunity at his state of the 
region address, but chose to 
avoid the issue entirely.) 

If councillors believe 
Schlange’s concerns are 
without merit, they need to 
explain as much to the public. 

As it happens, there is 
an upcoming opportunity 
to meet these issues head 
on and help restore some 
confidence in local politics. 

But like the characters 
of The Walking Dead, who 
consistently choose the 
absolute worst option 
available, they are going to 
do the opposite of that. 

Schlange was scheduled 
to address council in closed 
session when he resigned, 
but that council meeting 
got bogged down in a long 
and unproductive debate 
over an inane request 
from Niagara Peninsula 
Conservation Authority 
for political support to 
transplant wetlands in 
Niagara Falls. He did not get 
the opportunity to speak. 

On Thursday, council voted 
to allow Schlange to address 
them in a sort of exit interview 


May 19. They also voted to hold 
this session in secret 

The official excuse is that 
this is a personnel matter and 
therefore not open to public 
discussion. 

This reason might hold some 
water if Schlange’s resignation 
letter wasn’t already a matter 
of public record. 

No matter howmuch some 
councillors might wish it, the 
genie cannot be put back in 
the bottle. Holding a closed- 
door meeting will only further 
entrench the idea that there’s 
something rotten in the halls of 
Schmon Parkway. 

I am going to say 
something here, and you 
may want to sit down for a 
moment before I do. 

You've been warned. 

On this issue, St. Catharines 
councillor Andy Petrowski is 
right. 

I know, I know. I actually 
feel a little icky writing that, 
but facts are facts. 

At this point in his political 
career, Petrowski is essentially 
a walking, talking Internet 
comment section. But when 
he calls this secret meeting a 
disservice to Niagara residents, 
he is absolutely on the money. 

During Thursday's council 
meeting, he questioned the 
need for an exit interview 
with Schlange, but suggested 
if it was going to be done, it 
should be done in public. 

How else, he said, would 
the public know what made 
Schlange so unhappy with his 
station that he decided to move 
elsewhere?

$500 every year, and it’s not unusual 
for him to knock on one door and 
receive two donations, one from each 
spouse. 

“We estimate Al has raised over 
$100,000 himself” says Ferland. 

Derbyshire was thankful for his 
35-year pin and a crystal paper¬ 
weight to recognize his efforts, but 
said like other volunteers, he doesn’t 
do it for gratitude.

But four- to 13-year-olds? There’s

Not only will they take on mud 
puddles, hurdles, mountains of 
hay, and go through hoops along 
a one-kilometre course through 
Burgoyne Woods in St. Catharines, 
they'll also raise thousands of 
dollars for the Niagara Health 
System’s Children’s Health Unit. 

In short, it’s kids helping kids, 
and OneFoundation for Niagara 
Health System knows there’s no

one better for the job than a few 
hundred young philanthropists. 

Participants in the non-com¬ 
petitive event, modelled after the 
infamous Tough Mudder obsta¬ 
cle race, have raised more than 
$76,000 since the first Kids Ulti¬ 
mate Challenge three years ago. 
Last year's top fundraiser alone 
raised $2,700. 

“These are kids,” Elyse Howarth, 
OneFoundation communications 
specialist, said about the remarka¬ 
ble amount of money raised. "The 
Kids Ultimate Challenge not only 
promotes healthy, active play for 
kids, it also instills philanthropy in 
our participants, encouraging the 
notion of giving back from a young 
age.” 

And having fun while doing it. 

Participants climb, run, jump, 
and crawl through a dozen obsta¬ 
cles, including the most infamous: 
the mud pit. Many of the white 
t-shirts participants are given at 
the start of the event are worn as 


grass- and mud-stained badges of 
honour at the end. After all, some¬ 
times the best part is not making it 
through every obstacle unscathed. 

“Some of them make it over it, 
some of them don’t,” Howarth said 
with a laugh. “Our slogan is a day 
of mud, sweat and cheers.” 

Those cheers aren't just 
coming from spectators. They're 
coming from Children’s Health 
Unit patients and staff. 

Thanks to participants’ efforts, 
the unit has been able to purchase 
an incubator transport stretcher, 
two cribs, and a vascular imaging 
system that uses infrared light to 
enable staff to more easily find the 
veins of young patients requiring 
an IV or blood work. 

“Babies and children can have 
small and intricate veins, so start¬ 
ing IV’s on them can be very dif¬ 
ficult for the doctors and nurses. 
At times, the IV may need to be 
attempted several times, which 
causes more discomfort and stress

for the child," explained Carol 
Munro, clinical manager of the 
children's health unit. “This piece 
of equipment greatly benefits the 
children who are patients at our 
hospital.” 

OneFoundation hopes to have 
850 children — another sellout 
crowd — participate this year. 
Aside from the obstacle course, 
Kids Ultimate Challenge features a 
fun zone with inflatables, a barbe¬ 
cue and crafts. 

So far, more than 600 have regis¬ 
tered, attesting to the popularity of 
a day dedicated to families having 
fun for a good cause. 

“It’s completely blown up as kids 
have found out about it,” Howarth 
said. “It's a really great family day. 
It’s literally a sea of kids running 
with smiles on their faces and that 
makes it all worth it.”
